Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The phrase "on-the-fly" in the context of disk ECC 
confections is understood to mean more than "without user intervention", as it also specifies no added delay in comparison to the error- 
free case, hence it has no basis in Applicant's disclosure. Hogan's DVD sectors are apparently interleaved to a depth of three, hence 
Hogan shows three ECC blocks per sector, while Applicant's claims of course do not rule out correcting such an interleaved DVD sector. 
Hogan's host corrects blocks that couldn't be corrected by the hardware which uses the row-wise coding 403, and such further correction 
attempt by the host presumably would involve using the additional level of ECC provided in the column-wise coding 404 that covers 
multiple sectors. There are apparently 64 sectors {192/3 as shown in Hogan's Fig. 4) covered by the column-wise coding. Ando's 
teachings are considered to be merely non-essential background to the rejection that is based on Hogan's DVD format . 
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
